Yukinori Yamamoto*: A new species of Diachea 
(Myxomycetes) with clustered spores

The late Mr. Shiro Koaze was a vigorous collector of the Myxomycetes. 
His large collection is now deposited in the National Science Museum, Tsukuba. 
I have been interested in the scientific names (nomina nuda) left by him. 
Recently I could examine two specimens labeled “Diachea syncarpa Koaze, sp. 
nov.” on loan from Mr. Hiromitsu Hagiwara of the National Science Museum, 
Tsukuba. As a result, I think the specimens represent a species new to science. 

Diachea koazei Y. Yamamoto, sp. nov. (Fig. 1), 

Sporangia dense gregaria, stipitata vel subsessilia, metallico-caerulea vel 
purpureo-iridescentia vel aenea, cylindrica, apicibus rotundatis, usque ad 1 mm 
alta et usque ad 0.2 mm diam. Stipes usque ad 1/3 altitudinis totae metiens 
vel fere absens, ochraceo-brunneus, interdum albus et calcareus. Hypothallus 
membranaceus, argentinus, aliquantus inconspicuus, sed interdum albus et cal¬ 
careus, conspicuus. Columella crassa, irregulariter cylindrica, alba, calcarea, 
paene apicem sporangii attingens. Peridium iridescens, persistens, membrana- 
ceum, saepe post dehiscentiam collum circum basim sporangii reliquens. Capil- 
litium crassum, brunneum luce transmissa, ab omnibus partibus columellae ex- 
oriens, anastomosans, ramosum interdum cum pallidis extremitatibus et irre- 
gularibus expansionibus. Sporae in faseiculis ex 3-18 sporis compositis, piri- 
formes, turbinatae, vel subglobosae, circa 8-10x8-10/*m, extra spinulosae, 
numero spinularum gradatim versus partem angustatam diminuente, per saturam 
paene atrae, luce transmissa brunneae. Plasmodium ignotum. 

Specimina: Shiro Koaze 2159, hab. in cortice arboris putrescentis, Mons 
Takakuma, Prov. Osumi (Kagoshima Pref.) die 23 mensis august, anno 1935—- 
holotypus in TNS; Masaaki Koaze 1734, hab. ibidem, die 24 mensis august, 
anno 1935, in TNS. 

This species resembles Diachea leucopodia (Bull.) Rost, and D. aurantipes
